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CONTROLS 


PULL ON-PUSH OF F-TIMBRE 


This switch is the power switch and the Timbre control 
combined. 


Turn the instrument ‘‘ON’’ by pulling the Timbre control 
out or forward until an audible ‘‘click’’ is heard. The 
Timbre control affects frequencies above 1000 cycles. The 
Timbre action is maximum in the fully clockwise position 
and decreases the high frequency as it is rotated to the 
left. If a record has relatively high surface noises, the 
Timbre control can be rotated to the left sufficiently to 
render satisfactory reproduction. This control will also 
be useful in obtaining satisfactory reproduction from the 
radio by reducing extraneous background noises and 
electrical disturbances. 


FUNCTION SELECTOR 


Pull the Timbre control out or forward to the ‘‘ON’’ 
position and rotate the Function Selector to the desired 
function listed below. 


STEREO-Allows one to play the finest recordings in 
living sound. Refer to ‘How To Operate your Micro- 
matic Record Changer’’ section. 


FM-AFC-Almost all natural or man made static is elimin- 
ated through FM broadcast. However, the character- 
istics of FM which make this possible also cause 
specific problems in tuning. An electronic circuit 
known as AFC (Automatic Frequency Control) insures 
proper tuning and eliminates distortion caused by 
inaccurate tuning. For Automatic Frequency Control, 
select the desired station with the Function Selector 
in the FM position, then switch to the FM-AFC 
position. This will ‘‘lock-in’’ the FM station on your 
receiver. 


AM-FM-Rotate the Function Selector to the ‘‘AM"’ po- 
sition to receive standard broadcast or the ‘‘FM’’ 
position to receive frequency modulated radio broad- 
cast and select the desired station as described under 
TUNING. Your radio is designed to receive Stereo FM 
signals automatically. Should you tune in an FM 
station broadcasting Stereo FM, the FM stereo in- 
dicator needle will move up into the red area of the 
indicator. 


AUXILIARY-The Auxiliary position allows one to play a 
tape recorder or player through the instrument. Refer 
to the ‘External Tape Recorder’’ listed in the Access- 
ories section of this booklet. 
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CONTROLS—CON’T 
TUNING 


FM-AM-Rotate the Control Knob slowly to select either 


AM or FM stations. The tuning meter (identified by the 
word ‘'TUNE’’) located near the center of the radio 


dial, gives visual indication when tuning a radio station. 


Rotate the tuning control knob for maximum movement of 
the tuning needle in the direction shown by the arrow. 


LOUDNESS 


The volume of sound can be varied with the loudness ~ 


control. Rotate the control clockwise to increase the © 
volume and counter-clockwise to decrease the volume. — 


BASS 


The function of the bass control is to vary the loudness 
of tones below 500 cycles per second, such as those 
produced by the bass drum or tuba. The setting of this 
control will depend largely upon the acoustical condition 
of the listening room, and your personal listening 
pleasure. 


TREBLE 


The Function of the treble control is to vary the loudness 
of tones above 500 cycles per second, such as those 
produced by the flute or piccolo. Adjust the treble 
control to suit your personal listening pleasure. 
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STEREO FM INDICATOR 
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HOW TO OPERATE YOUR MICROMATIC RECORD CHANGER 


UNLOCK 


Press down on the balance arm in the area indicated in 
the illustration and move the balance arm to the center 
of the turntable. 


LOAD 


Lift the balance arm and swing it out over the tone arm. 
Place a quantity of records, not to exceed ten and all 
the same speed, on the record spindle and lower them to 
the spindle offset step. While holding the records level, 
move the balance arm to the center of the turntable and 
lower it onto the stack of records. 


NOTE: Records of different size must be stacked with 
the largest size at the bottom to ensure proper 
indexing. 


OPERATE 


Set the speed control (outer knob) to the correct speed 
for the records to be played and select the correct 
Stylus. Turn the Off—On—Auto Switch (inner Knob) 
clockwise to the ‘‘Auto’’ position and release. The 
first record will then drop and start to play. The record 
changer will function automatically until all the records 
in the stack have played. At the end of the last record, 
the tone arm will return to its rest and the changer will 
switch to the ‘‘Off’ position. 


To reject a record while the changer is in operation, 
rotate the Off—On—Auto switch clockwise to the ‘‘Auto”’ 
position and release. 


NOTE: To reset the speed control after the changer is 
in operation, turn the Off—On—Auto switch to 
the ‘‘Off’’ position. 


MANUAL OPERATION 


To play records manually, lift the Balance Arm and 
swing it out over the tone arm. Place the desired record 
on the turntable, set the Speed Control to the correct 
speed for the record to be played and select the correct 
stylus. Turn the Off—On—Auto switch to the ‘‘On’’ 
position and place the Tone Arm gently on the record. 
After the record has been played, the Tone Arm will 
return to its rest and the changer will switch to the 
“Off” position automatically. If only a selected passage 
is to be played, the Tone Arm can be lifted and placed 
on its rest by hand after the passage is completed. In 
this case, however, it will be necessary to turn the 
Off-On—Auto switch to the ‘‘Off"* position manually.

The record changer may easily be converted to play 45 
RPM records with the large center hole by using a 45 
RPM adapter. This adapter is supplied on some models. 
If not supplied, the adapter may be purchased from 
your authorized Magnavox Dealer. 


With the changer turned off and the record balance arm 
moved to a position clear of the record spindle, slip the 
**45"* adapter over the record spindle. 


1. Press the adapter down, while applying a slight back

Replacement parts and the diamond stylus are guaranteed only for the remainder of the original applicable warranty period. 


A worn stylus will be replaced if presented to the Magnavox dealer from whom the instrument was purchased, together 
with the Magnavox Diamond Stylus Service Certificate, provided that an examination discloses a degree of wear that 
would cause distortion and/or excessive record wear. If the stylus is to be replaced in the instrument itself, reason- 
able labor charge will be made for such added labor service. Stylii with loose, chipped or missing points are not covered 
by this warranty. 


Magnavox instruments are sold only through carefully selected dealers of recognized integrity, and the Company's guaran- 
tee applies only to instruments which have been purchased from authorized dealers in the United States. Likewise, the 
guarantee is limited to normal usage of the instrument in the United States, and it does not apply to instruments which 
have not been connected in accordance with the Company's instructions, or which have been altered, or damaged by 
negligence, or improper use or repair. 


The regristration card supplied with each instrument must be completed and mailed to The Magnavox Company, at Fort 
Wayne, Indiana, within 10 days after installation to make this warranty effective. 


This warranty may be modified by notice from the Company to its dealers, but no modification will affect instruments 
previously sold by its dealers.
